Yeats was 
a timid man, always venturing 
forth then pulling back, some 
times not certain that he meant 
what he said. “However, through 
great effort, he achieved promi 
nence in such fields of venture 
as the Irish National Theatre, 
which he founded 50 years ago 
and for which he wrote a good 
deal of the early drama; and in 
politics, serving from 1922-28 in 
the Senate ynder the DeValera 
government,” Mr. Poisson ex 
plained € 

An avowed enemy of Huxley 
and the “Scientific Circle.” Yeats 
belonged to the Symbolist Group 
of Poets, although there is no 
evidence that he was influenced 
by other symbolists, the speaker 
pointed out 

While Yeats turned his back 
on orthodox Christianity and 
did not want to lean towards
